Those 
parents are indeed fortunate who 
have kindergartens in their town or 
-it.v. f or the kindergarten give 
systematic mental training to chil- 
dren ns early ns the fourth year. 

The easiest way to teach a child 
to think is through play. The moth- i 
er can begin to sing Mother Goose 
rhymes to the mere infant in arms. 
As the child grows he recognizes the 
words and often the tunes. Lnter, 
he will ask for his favorite songs or 
rhymes nnd then begin to sing or re- 
cite himself. Up to this point the 
mother has accomplished three 
things: strengthened the memory, 
cultivated an enr for music and the 
ability to carry n simple tune, nnd 
enlarged the child's vocabulary. 

Be sure to use only the best 
grammar when talking to a child. 
Baby talk is funny for the grown- 
up- for I while, but the difficulty the 
child faces in overcoming this is 
tremendous. 

As the child grows older n story 
hour' should become n part of each 
day. Tlii- is really I lesson in lnil- 
guuge. The mother should be-in 
with the finger plays when the child 
is 1 or Jl months old, such as "This 



to teach a child under 3 num- 
bers higher than ten. They are 
well started if they are able to 
count as high ns this correctly. 

To develop the power of concen- 
tration, without which no human be- 
ing can he successful in life, there 
must he a eertnin nmount of direct- 
ed play each day. Children are 
given this in kindergnrten, nnd the 
mother can also give it to them in 
the home. When mother sews, the 
opportunity to direct play is at once' 
afforded by having the child sit 
close by nnd sew n piece of loose- 
woven dotb, such as ennvns or 
scrim. A big, blunt-pointed needle 
should be chosen for the purpose 
and tied securely to a heavy thread. 
When the child shows evidences of 
fatigue the work should be laid 
aside for another day. 

Large, colored, wooden, kinder- 
garten cubes and spheres, 1 inch in 
size, with a hole through the center 
to string on shoelaces, are also fine 
for a lesson in concentration. This 
occupation should be permitted only 
when mother is close by to watch 
nnd help.

What brought the Methodist Cen 
tecary Celebration to Columbus, 
June 20 to July 13. is the question in 
the minds of a great many Methodists 
and non-Methodists throughout the 
United States and elsewhere. 

When H. B. Dickson wai 
organizing director of the celebration 
by the Joint commission of the Meth- 
odist Church South and the Methodist 
Church North, he immediately set 
about to find the most suitable place 
for the greatest event of its kind 
ever held— a city which could take 
care of the 250.000 persons who would 
coma to this gathering, and one which 
was so located that it could be most 
easily retched by the people most 
concerned. 

Mr. Dickson made a tour cf a num- 
ber of the principal cities of the 
United States, including Washington, 
Baltimore, Cincinnati, St. Louis. Kan- 
sas City and others of that class. He 
came back by way of Detroit, where 
he received instructions to go over 
the same territory again, stopping at 
cities that had not been vfsited be- 
fore. On the way Mr. Dickson stop- 
ped at Indianapolis. Indianapolis 
tried to interest him by showing him 
the Indiana state fair grounds. This 
gave Mr. Dickson an idea, but be was 
not satisfied. Previously he bad not 
considered the possibility of utilizing 
buildings such as constitute the equip- 
ment of a state fair grounds. 

Next he came to Columbus, where 
he found the stafe exposition grounds, 
and he was captivated at once. "There 
is nothing like these accommodations 
anywhere in the United States," he 
said But this was not enough to 
persuade the combined board of digni- 
taries of the two churches most In- 
terested. Then it was up to him to 
get an argument that would convince 
the bishops, district superintendents 
and others in authority in the 
churches. 

Mr. Dickson began to draw circles 
around the cities of any size in the 
United States, to find out where the 
Methodists were to be found. In this 
way he dUeov ttraa tnat there were 
more Xethodist churches with 1,000 
members and over In the city of Co- 
lumbus than In any other city in the 
world. He also found that there were 
100,000 Methodists living within two 
hours' ride of the city of Columbus, 
and mora than 1,000,000 within a 
three-hour ride of the city; 3,000,000 
Methodists within an over-uigfat's ride 
of the city. 

With reference to the Methodist 
Church South, it was feund that there 
was *no city the size of Cgjumbus, 
even Including Baltimore, Washing' 
ton and Cincinnati, within an equally 
convenient railroad distance to as 
large a proportion of their member- 
ship as Columbus. 

These facts laid before the joint 
Centenary commission settled all ar- 
guments and determined definitely on 
Columbus as the site for the Meth 
odist Centenary Celebration In June 
■ July.

Kentucky ha- pttltd the million 
acre mark in her wheat MM|I and 
now has l,04(i,0()0 acres left for 
harvest, ns the crop came through 
the winter in such excellent condi- 
tion that only one per cent of the bin 
acreage sown last fall was plowed 
up for other crops. Its excellent 
condition, 102 per cent., now prom- 
isM a crop of 15,257,00 bushels if 



no serious injury occurs before har- 
vest. Last year at this time the 
condition was 101 per cent., while 
the ten year average condition is 86* 
I per cent. The entire United States 
winter wheat crop now shows a con- 
dition of 100.5 per cent compared to 
80.4 per cent., May 1, 1918, while 
the total acreage is 48,719,129 com- 
pared to 3(i,704,000 acres last year. 
This indicates a probable crop of 



89fl,»15,00A bushel* of 
nlone, compared to ft58,449,000 bush- 
els produced last year. 

Rye nnd hny in Kentucky now 
show ncrenjres slightly less than last 
year, rye 61,750 acres which is O 
per cent., and hay 1.050,5(10 acres, 
while is 2 per cent, decrease. Con- 
dition of rye is now 100 per cent and 
hay 95 per eent compared to 09 per 
cent and 96 per cent, respectively, 
this time last year. Kentucky farm- 
ers report 13 per cent of last year's 
hay crop still on farms compared to 
an average of 9.4 per cent for the 
entire United States. 

Farm work is very unevenly ad- 
vanced in this state, the farmers re- 
porting 75 per rent of plowing nnd 
48 per cent of planting done by May 
1 compared to 75 per cent and 40 
per cent May 1, 1918. Some see- 
tions are very well advanced while 
others nre badly delayed by wet 
weather. Pastures show a condition 
of 92 per cent compared to 91 per 
cent Mary 1, 1918. 

Livestock came through the win- 
ter in good condition both in Ken- 
tucky and in the United States as 
n whole. Spring lambs nre doing 
well though occasional fnrmers re- 
port serious losses.
